This substance and other minerals 
are particularly useful for the body, 
Sea water and human blood are. so 
closely akin in constitution that sea 
water has been used. to inject. into 
the veins to revive those who are 
moribund and with excellent results.

present in sea water, and it Iras been 
contended that this demonstrates the 
origin. of the human animal body to 
have been ofiginally derived . from 
marine life. A similar. argument 
might be constructed to indicate his 
origin in the air.
